South Australia hopes to gain 
support from Victoria, NSW and 
the NSL at the next ASF execu- 
tive meeting to lift restrictions 
on imported players which have 
been in force since 1978. 

“We don't want quotas or any other form of restriction on imports 
anymore. The current restrictions discriminate against lower league 
clubs by allowing only the National League and State Leagues to 


import players and we can't tolerate that situation,” said South Aus- 
tralian federation secretary Peter Nikolic.

“We need top overseas players in Australia. We need per- 
sonalities and glamor if we're to attract people through the 
turnstilos and these players can be a terrific help to our 
youngsters. 








Any club with the ability to fulfill the requirements of sponsoring 
a temporary visa player should be allowed to do so,” 





However, in the current economic climate, it's unlikely that Aus- 
tralian immigration authorities will allow quotas on importing 
players to be lifted. But should the ASF executive vote in favor of 
opening up the use of imports to lower league clubs, the Immigra- 
tion Department probably won't stand in its way. After all, it was an 
ASF recommendation to impose quotas in 1978 which met with 
Immigration Department approval and ushered in the restrictions.

Then, each National League or State League club was allowed 
four visa players on its books With a maximum of three such players. 
being imported in a season. That changed for the 1983 season to 
three visa players with two being imported in a season. The quota of 
three visa players remains in force this year but clubs are allowed 
only one import this season. 


A commonly-held myth was that the ASF intended phasing aut 
the use of imports. Not so. The minutes of the ASF executive meet- 
ing in fate 1982 which passed the resolution on quotas for 1983 
and 1984 record the words “1984 and thereafter” when discussing 
the 1984 quota. 


The Victorian federation long has been a supporter of 
opening up the Import quota to lower league clubs but, until 
now, it has fought a lone battle at ASF executive level. The 
VSF tried to open up the use of imports in 1982 but was the 
only State to vote in favor of such a proposal. 


it seems that some States have had a change of heart, probably 
prompted by flagging attendances and alarmingly small club coffers. 


Should, as expected, the restrictions be eased to allow all clubs to 
import players, the stronger National League clubs wil benefit grest- 
fy for what's to stop an NSL club which already has filled its import 
quota, from giving a lower league club money and necessary job 
outlets with which to import a player, who can play with the lower 
feague club for a season then join the National League club the 
following year, provided there's a vacancy? 


That way, a National League club would be able to beat the 
current restriction which allows it to import just one player per sea- 
son, even though it can have three visa players on its books. 
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All the rest in the running 
haven’t previously been in- 
cluded in our Team of the 
Year, based on voted gained in 
the Boral Bricks Player of the 
Year award. 

The 1985 Team of the Year 
will be named after the last 
league round. 

The team as it looks at the 
moment, is printed at left. 

A few of the players are 
listed out of position. Charlie 
Yankos plays as sweeper for 
Heidelbérg, but in the absence 
of a recognised left back high 
up in the voting, Yankos slots 
in there nicely.

John Margaritis of 
BrunswickJuventus 
staked a strong claim to 
a second Coach of the 
Year award when he 
further boosted his rep- 
utation by engineering a 
5-1 victory over Nation- 
al Conference leader 
Heidelberg-Alexander at 
the weekend. 


Margaritis was named NSL 
coach of the year for {lifting 
South Melbourne Hellas to 
third place m 1980, after the 
club had finished last the pre 
vious season 

This year, Margaritis has 
had to contend with just about 
every obstacle that possibly 
could be thrown into a coach's 
path. 

First he had to rebuild the 
Juventus team that finished 
third in the Victorian State 
League last year. 

This he did by signing Rich 
ard Miranda from Box Hill, 
John Dowie and Sean Keogh 
from Doveton, Gary Ward 
from Makdeonia, Joe 
Sweeney from Croydon, Eddie 
Campbell from Scotland and, 
more recently, importing Brian 
Brown as a guest player and 
securing a release from Ru 
mania for goalkeeper George 
Martin. 


However, he fost Fabio In- 
cantalupo and Harry Hird 
through serious injuries. Paul 
Drinoczky came back only re 
cently after a motorbike acci- 
dent, Vince Bannon was in-

The National League will exist, for 
all intents and purposes, only in the 
southern region next year. 


The NSW clubs — including Newcastle, Wol- 
longong, Canberra and Inter-Monaro. — will play 
only among themselves until the top five finals 


series. 


Victoria, South Australia and Queensland, 
which are pitted against eather other home- 
and-away in the southern region, will provide 
the only national flavor, and will do all of the 


travelling. . 


There will be no more inter 
or intra-region challenge 
matches, the league will start 
on March 3 next year and end 
at the start of September, to 
give the national team a 
chance to prepare for the first 
World Cup qualifying game 
against New Zealand on Sep- 
tember 22. 

The NSL affiliation fee 
has been set at a maximum 
of $20,000 a club. 

And, according to NSL 
manager Steve Kamasz, 
there may be fewer 
Sunday matches and some 
games will be staged in re- 
gional centres like Gee- 
long, Gosford and Lismo- 
Te. 

The relegation formula 
adopted for this season has 
been retained, meaning 
George Cross almost certainly 


will be relegated, with St 
George Budapest, Blacktown 
and Sydney Croatia in the 
other hot seat. 


NSL chairman Sam Papa- 
Savas conceded that without 
agreement on the $20,000 max- 
imum affiliation fee, the 
league would have been doo- 
med. 


And he added that in his 
opinion, the NSL was crying 
out for a format comprising 
only the best 12 or 13 clubs in 
Australia 

“We have lost traditional 
supporters over the past six 
years and these can be wooed 
back only with high class foot- 
ball,”’ he said. 

“Dilution of playing 
strength over 24 teams has not 
helped us. 

“We must discuss improved 
planning for 1986 with the 
State federations over the 
coming months so that our

presentation to the public can 
be upgraded.” 

The State however, would 
rather see the establishment 
of a network of State-based 
super leagues, under State 
control, with national play-offs 
at the end of the season. 

The bigger clubs have said 
they would work hard to 
import top-class players from 
Europe — Greece in the case 
of SM-Hellas — to bring back 
lost spectators 


li they don’t, attendances 
are sure to be Jower next year. 
Sydney and Melbourne clubs 
will lose the supporters of 
George Cross and perhaps St 
George or Blacktown, and 
there’s no way that Morwell 
Falcons and Inter Monaro will 
bring enough with them on 
their visits to the capital 
cities. 

The NSL clubs met at the 
Hakoah club in Bondi on Satur- 
day to determine the future of 
a competition complicated by 





regions, sub-regions and chal- 
lenge rounds, and crippled by 
high travel costs and dwind- 
ling income 

In the absence of Juventus 
and Newcastle-Rosebud whose 
delegates did not attend — it 
was decided to persevere in 
1985 with two 12-team regions 
but without the challenge 
rounds. 

A proposal that the top six 
from each region form an NSL 
first division in 1986, with the 
rest playing in a second divi- 
sion, was shelved for further 
discussion. 

The eight Sydney clubs went 
into the meeting hoping to run 
their own NSW-based com- 
petition, supplemented by 
Newcastle, Wollongong and 
Canberra, with their own 
league administration. 

They had made it known 
that if they had to play against 
Queensland or South Austral- 
ian clubs, they would ask those 
clubs to pay the air fares of the 
visiting NSW sides. 


The Victorian clubs counter- 
ed by putting forward a motion 
calling for clubs no longer 
interested in playing in the 
NSL to pull out 


The meeting then voted 14-8 
to preserve the NSL, with the 
eight Sydney clubs voting 
against the motion. 

The NSW clubs wanted to 
ensure that they did not pay 
high travelling or affiliation 
costs. 


In asking for an early end to 
the 1985 competition, national 
coach Frank Arok said: ‘“‘We 
need breathing space to oVer- 
come the season’s injuries and

Papasavas said: ‘‘If we 
can't beat New Zealand this 
time, we ought to pack up.”” 

- He added the inclusion of the 
two Brisbane clubs in the 
same division as Melbourne 
and Adelaide, had its draw- 
backs. 

“Delegates obviously 
thought it was a better solution 
than removing Brisbane and 
Adelaide from the league or al- 
ternatively creating an uneven 
14-team north and 10-team 
southern division,”’ he said. 


The possibility remains, 
however, that some clubs may 
withdraw from the NSL im the 
next few months because they 
are unable to meet high oper- 
ating costs. 

A decision has yet to be 
made over the NSL Cup, which 
could be run early in the sea- 
son 

Neither has the league de- 
cided whether its clubs will 
play in the NSW Ampol Cup, 
the Victorian Buffalo Cup or 
other pre-season State com- 
petitions. 
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Footscray J.U.S.T. has won the Argus 
Medal in Victoria, by four votes from 
Jim Adam of Hellas; APIA has sacked 
player-coach Leo Baumgartner and, 
sold him to Sydney Hakoah for 1200 
pounds, John Watkiss is top scorer in 
Sydney. 

And the National Soccer League is rejected. 


The NSL proposal came from NSW, whose most vocal 
officials were Jim Bayutti of APIA and Ben Nathan, 
president of the NSW federation. 

Nathan made the following points in pushing for a 
national league: 

e Class players from the continents were less preva- 
lent, so the playing standard had dropped, and crowds 
were smaller; 

e On the other hand, payment of players was reach- 
ing full-time professional levels;

e Only with a national league with a minimum of 20 
hours training a week and with top coaches, could 
soccer in Australia aspire to international standard; 

e Each national league club should sponsor, in the 
full sense of the word, teams in lesser and junior com- 
per tions to ensure a procession of players for the 

uture; 

e The National League should have between eight 
and 12 clubs from Melbourne, Sydney, Brisbane, Adel- 
aide, Newcastle and the NSW south coast district; 

e Each club should lodge a sizeable bond with the 
national league secretariat to insure against forfeiture 
of commitments like air fares and accommodation; 

e Also, each club should pay an annual franchise sub- 
scription; y 

e@ The National League would be affiliated with the 
ASF but function as a separate unit; 

e No changes would take place in the promotion and 
relegation system; 

e A national league would stimulate great interest 
and invest major importance in the code, as well as lift- 
ing the all-round standard of the game. There also 


would be the extra excitement and emotionalism of 
inter-city rivalry. 

e Teams from one area should be limited to three, to 
ensure minimum interference to local first and second 
division fixtures. . oe 

e National League fixtures would be limited to one or 
possibly two central grounds, with higher admission 
charges. 

e Maximum match fees would be established for 
national league players as well as those in local 
compeitions on realistic levels to avoid an undue strain 
on the financial resources of clubs. 


The proposal was rejected. The Victorian Soccer Fed- 
eration was first to vote against it. 

Victorian official Ted Lezon of Polonia made the fol- 
lowing points: 


e There was no proof, only talk about big firms, radio 

and television stations and newspapers being behind the 
move. 
e We could ill-afford a national league run by profes- 
sional managers but composed of amateur players for 
deanitc their high fees, they still were of amateur stan- 
dar 


growth of soccer in Australia were trying to build a 
house by putting the roof on first. 

e The introduction of a national league in Australia 
at that stage would spell disaster and supporters of such 
a move would be sealing ie coffin of the work already 

achieved for soccer in this country. 

e We should first form a junior national league, with 
professional coaching, to build up a force of at least 50 
promising juniors who would be the future Puskas, Dis- 
tefanos and Matthews of Australia. Then form a nation- 
al league. To finance such a scheme, the ASF should 
hand over abut 50,000 pound a year from tour receipts.

it seems as if it never 
ends ... After a few short 
months for a recess, the English 
soccer season has once again 
descended upon us, bringing 
with it the late-night replays on 
television and the obligatory FA 
Cup final parties. 


And once again soccer afficionados have 
started debating which team will dominate 
the English League — regarded as one of, if 
not the most gruelling in the world. 

Naturally enough, most observers turn to 
Liverpool as one of the edds-on favorites for 
the title, despite losing key midfield man 
Graham Souness in the great Italian ‘game 
drain’ during the summer. 

Part of the reason for Liverpool’s consistent 
success is that it has developed a system of 
replacing and rebuilding while at the top- 
. . . atactic that has been employed equally 
successfully by Australia’s own ‘Liver- 
pool’ . . . Sydney City Hakoah. 

Hakoah coach Eddie Thomson was flattered 
by the comparison, and admitted he had 
drawn upon the Liverpool model 

“I'm a great believer in changing, devel- 
oping the team while it’s successful,”’ he said. 

“T've never really taken to that old maxim 
of ‘never change a winning team’. 

“<Y ou can never really have a perfect team. 
There’s always something that can be im- 


He also said if there was one reason for the 
constant success of the team it was the con- 
sistency of the team’s style. 

“T’'ve always tried to play the same style. It 
doesn’t matter who we play, I try to mould the 
approach to the game so that we dictate 
what's going to happen. 

“That way the players are always sure of 
what their tasks are.” 

He said he also tried to have the junior sides 
play with the same approach as the senior 
team. 


“That way we can ease the young players 
into the first team and there isn’t the same 
sort of ‘culture shock’ that you see at other 
clubs.” 

The comparison between Hakoah and Liver- 
pool is valid in many aspects: sound manage- 
eae and stability in training and playing 
staff. 

potanility is a Keyword at the club,” he 
said. 

“The management looks after the team and 
doesn’t interfere in its running. 

“But we constantly let each other know 
what's happening.’ 

Thomson sdid he also spent a great deal of 
time planning for the future. 

“T don’t mean just a few weeks ahead, but 
months. Right now I’m already looking 
towards the 1985 season,’’ he said. 

“] know what players I'll need to replace 
and I’m searching for them now. 

“We've done this before and we always 
make certain that we stick to the format.” 

Thomson said when looking for players he 
had several criteria he always followed. 

“TI always look for quality, naturally 
enough, but I want a player to be solid in all 
aspects. 

“I expect a defender to be a defender: I’m 
not interested if people say, ‘Oh, he’s a great 
attacking fullback’, if he is always out of posi- 


tion. 

“I want him to be a defender first. If he’s a 
good attacker as well, that’s a bonus.’” 

But he admitted he always looked out for 
those players with a ‘bonus’ to offer. 

“With good players you'll always do well. 
With above average players you win 
championships.”’ 

Thomson said that just as Liverpool’s style 
of play featured all that was best about British 
Football, so Hakoah mirrored the best of Aus- 
tralian soccer. 

‘The way we play reflects the true Austral- 
jan character, I believe,"’ he said. 

And just as Liverpool's name seems to be 
continully etched on the Football League 
championship trophy, Hakoah’s has taken 
pride of place on the NSL prize.

As the Football League 
kicks off again in this, its 
97th season, which of the 
56 clubs that have graced 
the English First Division 
would you say has been 
the most successful? 

Liverpool, the mighty Reds, 
maybe. European champions 
once again, or Tottenham Hot- 
spur, or Arsenal, the once- 
mightly Gunners? 

You'd be wrong if you chose 
any of these famous clubs 
before Everton. 

The Toffeemen, statistically 
are the best. Eat your heart 
out, you Spion Kop choristers. 
Everton, one of the original 12 
in 1888, has more than lived up 
to its motto of ‘Nothing satis- 
fies but the best’ in its 81 years 
among the elite. 

Naturally, being the longest- 
serving member, it has played 
the most games — a massive 
3158. It is the only club to pass 
the magical 3000 barrier and 
its nearest rival, Aston Villais 
still 136 games short of that 
milestone, but Villa fans with 
a calculator will be quick to 
point out that their heroes 
have a better win percentage, 
35 3%, to Everton's 34.61%, 
plus a better goal per game av- 
erage — 1.79 per game, to be

PERKINS 
WARNS: 
AGT NOW

Canberra Arrows 
president Charlie 
Perkins has again 
lashed out at the ad- 
ministrators of Aus- 
tralian soccer — call- 
ing them geriatric 
and a hurdie to soc- 
cer’s development. 


“We must throw off now 
the shackles of poor lead- 
ership, poor administration, 
opportunistic entrepreneurs 
and short-sighted vision,” 
Perkins said. 


“It is in this decade that 
Australia must make its mark 
on the international sporting 
world and forever establish 
soccer as the number one 
sport in this country, 


“Now is the time to build 
the foundations for our sport.’” 


Perkins said there were a 
number of reasons for this. 
_ They included preparation for 
senior World Cup games in 
1986, the junior World Cup 
games, the Olympic Games in 
Seoul in 1988 and Australia’s 
bi-centenary the same year. 


However, soccer never 
would be able to maximise its 
opportunities in Australia if 
the following were allowed to 
continue: 

@ poor quality adminis- 
tration; 

e@ a management system 
that was expensive, con- 
tradictory and self-defeating; 

e a weak financial base with 
most top clubs in financial dif- 
ficulty; 

e the poorest of media 
images — something that des- 
perately needed improving — 
and quickly. 

“If we don’t do something 

ckly, quite frankly soccer 
at be a ea force,” Perkins 
said. 


Soccer had to start believing 
in itself once more and con- 
trolling its own destiny. 


It must also reorganise 
itself and work towards an ac- 
ceptable management struc- 
ture 


“There is a proposal that 
Coopers and Lybrand, world 
renowned management con 
sultants, develop a manage- 
ment structure for soccer in 
this country from the top to 
the bottom. 


“I back such an approach 
wholeheartedly. The manage- 
ment structure proposal is a 
basic element in the re-organ- 
isation of any game or project.

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A couple of weeks ago in these pages | 
wrote about English soccer, bemoaning 
how and why I have an aversion to it. 


Now for something about 
England which ! like and 
consider weil worth 
copying. 

I refer to the glamorous 
FA Cup or more specifically 
the way it is run, which is, I 
believe, the very source of 
its magic. 

Our own National Cup, 
whatever the crowd or out- 
come of tonight’s (Wednes- 
day’s) final, has been a pre- 
dictable calamity this year 
in terms of both crowd re- 
sponse and media coverage. 

Much of that will be 
blamed on the June inter- 
national series when the 
glamour of Juventus and the 
like on television washed out 
even the mediocre interest 
the Cup otherwise would 
haye generated. 

On this year’s format, 
when the Cup was open only 
to NSL clubs, it was no more 
than simply an alternative 
NSL competition — a place 
where somebody other than 
Sydney Hakoah and other 
teams of their rank would be 
able to win something. 

It had been a “so what’’ 
competition and that’s ex- 
actly how the fans treated it 
and would have done wheth- 
er there was an international 
series clashing with it or not. 

No, the Cup has to be 
something different to the 
National League 
championship, as the FA 


_ Cup is different to the Foot- 


ball League. 
The difference is that, in 


England, the Cup is open to 
virtually every club in the 
land and that is its magic. 


The initial rounds are con- 
tested early in the season by 
the non-league clubs before 
the professional, seeded 
clubs enter the fray later in 
the tournament. 


One novel group of Eng- 
lish supporters entertains 
itself annually by exploiting 
the long, ever so democratic 
format of the FA Cup. 


These fans begin by 
choosing to follow and sup- 
port one of the nondescript 
clubs in the first round and 
support it as long as it sur- 
vives in the tournament. 


Once the club is elimina- 
ted, they follow its con- 
queror and so on they go 
until the final at Wembley in 
May 


While such an exercise 
would be impossible in geo- 
graphically vast Australia, it 
mirrors nonetheless the fas- 
Cination such a format has 
with soccer fans. 


And if we are to have a 
Cup tournament annually 
here, let's open it up to all 
comers so it has some fas- 
cination. 


A similar format of course 
was tried in Australia some 
years ago and, although Iam 
not sure what went wrong 
with it, like many novel 
ideas in our soccer, a lack of 
perseverence killed it off.

Heidelberg-Alexander has been decimated 
by injuries with only four rounds to go.
